a subject, I asked and obtained the kind permission of Mr. Forster to make 
a al examination of the air currents and thcir distribution in the 
Seaton Delaval Pits. The results of that examination gave me the highest 
satisfaction, and assured me that Prof. Phillips's statements were the more 
likely to be true, and still further convinced me that the inspectors’ report 
of the quantities of air passing through that pit must have been token 
under some very different circumstances, and thus exhibit no fair data to 
judge of the merits of that noble discovery. The amount of the separate 
of air and their velocities are given in a paper handed by me to 
fa Commit on Coal Mine Accidents, and is published in the appendix 
to the Reports just now put out. I shall not draw so largely upon your 
as to recapitulate the experiments : suffice it to say, that the total 
amount of air going through the workings of that pit is upwards of 100,000 
cubic feet per minute, which is so well distributed, that on my visitin, 
the working places, more than two miles from the shaft, I found that a coo 
and refreshing breeze played upon the workmen, and thus enabled them 
to perform their labour with as little injury to health as the nature of the 
employment would allow. Traversing the immense extent of the work- 
ings of this = (part of which only I examined), I could not find the pre- 


sence of the least quantity of inflammable gas, not even in the pillar work- 
ings, nor in the goaf, notwithstanding I climbed upon the top of large falls 
of the roof, in the dome of which gas is most likely to accumulate. Seaton 


Delaval, therefore, in my estimation, affords a clear proof of the advan- 

tages of the mode of ventilation in practice at that colliery, and a good

EXPLOSION AT OLD CRAMLINGTON COLLIERY. 


Sm,—An explosion of fire-damp took place at the Old Cramlington Col- 
liery, on Friday, the 12th instant, by which three men and a boy were 
severely burnt, two of whom have since died. The inquest upon the suf- 
ferers was adjourned to this day (Wednesday), which being resumed and 
kept open till five o’clock, P.M., was again adjourned till Monday, Sept. 
25, at one o'clock, y.m The reason for so long an adjournment is that a 
deputy-overman, who was burned severely by the fire, was not sufficiently 
recovered to be examined at the inquest to-day, but is expected to be able 
by the time fixed by the adjournment to come before the jury for ex- 
amination. The coroner (Mr. 8. Reed) expressed his conviction that the 
owners were anxious for the fullest enquiry into the lamentable affair ; 
and stated that this witness, who was the only person alive who witnessed 
the explosion, and others whom he would call. were necessary to be ex- 
amined, that the cause of the explosion might be ascertained.

S1z,—The glowing and exparte statements of inventors generally, in 
describing rt ate and advan’ of their several inventions, are na- 
turally regarded by the public at large with a certain of mistrust, 
and in this respect I cannot assume to hold a better position in the field 
than my quartz-crushing rivals Messrs. Cochran, Deane, Perkes, Burden, 
and others, whose respective systems have been recently described and 
enlarged upon in your columns. We must all of us be content to be in- 
cluded in the same category, and expect nothing less than that our con- 
flicting representations will be all received with doubt, until long expe- 
rience, or some other proof of a positive and irrefragable character, shall 
have finally given the palm of superiority to the one side or the other. 
In the meantime, the numerous and influential body of men who are in- 
terested in the erection of mining machinery, may be truly said to be 
floundering in a state of uncertainty as to the real merits of the respective 


f systems submitted to their notice. Some will decide one way, and others 


another ; and as all cannot be right, it follows as a necessary consequence 
that large sums of money must and will be expended in the erection of 
engines, which will produce nothing but ultimate disappointment to their 
‘ortunate purchasers, Under these circumstances, and to avoid as 
much as possible such wasteful and injudicious expenditure, I would ear- 
nestly call the attention of the mining world generally to the following 
proposition. —Let them appoint from their own body, a Commrrres of In- 
aurry, to examine and thoroughly test the relative economy and effective- 
ness of the several inventions now before the public. Let this committee 
be composed of practical men, whose object is to arrive at the truth, and 
who are utterly disinterested (except so far as the mining interest is con- 
cerned) in the success or failure of any particular system. 

Let the report of their investigations, properly signed and attested, be 
published in full in the columns of the Mining Journal, and let such re- 
port bear reference to the following points of enquiry.—Ist. The original 
cost of each machine.—2nd. The cost of working — 3rd The extreme 
hardness of the material which each machine is capable of crushing —4th. 
The exact oa oe in 12 hours.—5th. The original size of the 
blocks which can be operated on in each instance. ; 

This last isa most important topic for consideration, as it constitutes 
the principal expense in reduci quartz or ore to powder, and is in 
many instances a very heavy drawback upon the otherwise lucrative 
operations of many public companies. In Cochran’s and Burden's ma- 
Sieen the rock must be broken small before it can be operated upon; 
but every steam-stamp which I manufacture is able to break to powder 
blocks of ore or quartz, measuring originally upwards of a cubic foot in 
capacity ; and, indeed, the capability of my stamps in this respect may 

tly extended at a slight additional cost. 
Should this my proposition be accepted, I shall be most happy to afford 
every possible facility in my power, in order that the committee of in- 
vestigation may be enabled to arrive at just and fair conclusions.

THE “TORBANE HILL MINERAL” CASE, SCOTLAND. 


Sir,—In reading over your report of the trial upon the Torbane Hill 
mineral, and the conflicting scientific evidence, you make the following 
just remarks :—“ Neither can we avoid apprehending that such startling 
contradictions, unless explained and reconciled by the learned dissentients, 
must tend to shake public confidence in the present state of chemical know- 
ledge, and to some extent diminish cur reliance on the dogmas propounded 
by scientific experiments in the laboratory.” These remarks are not more 
strong than true, and I trust that this important trial will be printed, su 
that scientific men will have an opportunity of freeing their particular 
branch from the Jesuitism of paid evidence. As an illustration, I take 
the following from your report :—“ Professor Brande produced an analysis 
he had made of the mineral, from which it appeared that 100 parts con- 
tained only 10 of carbon, 26 ash, and 70 volatile matter, principally car- 
buretted hydrogen. Prof. Hoffman said that from 100 parts of this sub- 
stance he had extracted 65°66 carbon.”’ Here is an apparent contradiction ; 
but if you keep out the word only, in Prof. Brande’s statement, which I 
have underlined in your report, both the evidences are strictly correct, 
as the 70 per cent. volatile hydro-carbons will contain about 55 of carbon ; 
this, added to the 10 parts not volatilized, makes up the apparent differ- 
ence between the two statements, and thus the science is correct, and I 
have no doubt but the laboratory experiments of the two professors agree ; 
and I have no doubt, also, but that all the other -—— contradictions may 
be equally easily reconciled, and such a reconciliation would confer a tri- 
bute to science, and probably a lesson to scientific men.

MINING COMPANIES ON THE COST-BOOK SYSTEM. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE DUBLIN PREEMAN’S JOURNAL. 


Sir,—A case having been recently submitted to me by parties who are holders of 
shares or scrip in a mining company conducted upon what is called the Cost-book Prin- 
ciple, where a call has been made, their object being to ascertain what their liaility 
would be in case they piad the call, and thus became registered sharcholders by hav- 
ing their names entered on the cost-book, I think your journal will render « service 
to the commercial community, and all parties who may be shareholders or intended 
shareholders in such speculations, if you be kind enough to publish the result of my 
researches on this subj which I venture to suy is very little known even by 
lawyers, its introduction to this country being of a recent date. In the first place, it is 
right to observe that the celebrated Act for the “registration, incorporation, and regu- 
lation of the joint-stock companies” —namely, the 7th Vic. ¢. 110—by its 63d section 
expressly exempts from its operation any partnership formed for the working of mines, 
minerals, and quarries, of what nature soever, on the principle called the Cost-book 

. Now, let us examine and see what that principle or system is. Mr. Col- 
lier, the Ri der of Pi , in his very useful work on mines, thus cefines it : 
“Any number of adventurers who have obtained permission from the owner of the 
land assemble, they decide on the number of shares into which their capital is to be 
divided, and the number to be allotted to cach; they appoint an agent, commonly 
called a purser, for the purpose of managing the affairs of the mine; and enter in a 
book called the cost-book the minutes of their proceedings, which are signed by all

Strikes appear to be like other follies—contagious ; while the ¢abmen 

and coal-heavers have been striking in the metropolis, we find the opera- 

tive classes following their example in other quarters of the country, and 
we regret to learn that the same spirit has spread amongst the miners in 
the iron districts of Wales. While we admit that by the laws of this 
country every man is free to consider his labour as his property, and to 
set his own price upon it, and while we concede that wages ought to bear 
a fair proportionate ratio to profits, we are not insensible to the miseries 
which contlicts of this description between the employers aud the employed 
invariably entail upon the families of the latter. We have often regretted 
that there does not exist amongst us some compulsory means of regulating, 
by a tribunal or otherwise, the equilibrium between labour and profits, 
but in a country like this, where trade is free, everything must be left to 
find its own level, and the adjustment must be regulated by the good feel- 
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| ing and good sense of those who are mutually interested in sustaining each

Park, has addressed a letter to Mr. Srepwens (which appeared in the Times 
of the 22d instant), in which he truly observes that “‘ The consequences of 
strikes, without exception, have been, and ever will be, more injurious to 
the men than to their employers.” With respect to the claim in the me- 
morial, he reasons thus—-* The last 10 per cent. advance in wages was ex- 
torted at a time when absolute engagements made it necessary to submit, 
but it mast be withdrawn. Without this 10 per cent. the rate of wages 
is consistent with the price of rails,” thus meeting the case, which the men 
seem to have avoided. Mr. Crawsway further observes—* It has been 
stated on the part of the workmen that the price of rails is now 9/.,"" but 
this he denies most positively, insisting that the present price does not 
exceed 8/. 10s., and to prove that he is correct, Mr. Crawsuay offers to 
contract to deliver 10,000 tons of rails at 8/. 10s., aad to allow a large 
commission to Mr. Stevens if he could procure a customer. 

So far the reasoning appears to be on the side of Mr. Crawsuay, and 
while we should, on the one hand, refuse to sanction the men in availing 


| themselves of the period when their employer was bound, perhaps, under 


heavy penalties to fulfil a large contract within a limited time, in order 
to enforce a rise of wages; we should, on the othe7, highly disapprove of 
the ironmasters breaking faith with the men when the pressure was re- 
moved, by capriciously or arbitrarily lowering the rates, the more parti- 
eularly if there was not a proportionate fall in the prices. The multitudi- 
nous evils to the operative classes and their families which invariably and 
inevitably attend these open ruptures between the few’ who employ and 
the many who are employed have been so often and so forcibly illustrated, 
that we need not reiterate them. 

It, however, untortumately too often happens that when the operative 
classes confederate together, they are not content with judging and acting 
for themselves, but endeavour by intim dation, and often by force, to 


| compel those whose interests and inclinations would lead them otherwise, 


to become their associates. Attempts of this description, clearly illegal, 
are generally attended with violence, and violence is invariably followed 
by punishment and all its train of calamities. The public journals of the 
same day which published the memorial of the Merthyr workmen also 


announced the fate of Wau. Hrit and Wm. Rove, two dyers from Man- | 


chester, who were sentenced to seven years’ transportation at Liverpool, 
on Monday last, having been convicted of wounding, with intent to main, 


Mr. James Cromron, a master dyer at Pendleton, whose works had been | 


attacked by the “turn-outs.”” Severe examples of this nature, which se- 
parate unhappy men from their families, their friends, their kindred, and 
their country, have often been deemed requisite ; and Mr. Justice Wiourt- 
MAN, in passing sentence, observed that every man had a right to work, 
or not to work, for whom he pleased, but that no man had a right to dic- 
tate the terms on which they should work to others, and that interference 
of that nature could not be endured in this free country. 

The introduction of courts of arbitrament amongst us has been suggested, 
with the view of regulating and adjusting all matters of difference between 
capital and labour; but where parties: are disposed to make mutual and 
reasonable concessions, neighbouring friendly magistrates, when they se- 
riously interfere, are generally enabled, with very slight exertion, to ef- 
fect successful mediation.

| The extraordinary and still rapidly increasing demand for iron, while 
it is keeping in wholesome activity the industrial populations of the old 
| distriets, stimulates the energies and enterprise of the human mind to dis 
| rover new sources of the indispensible mineral, to meet the requireme uts 
which are daily arising for its-employment in shipbuilding, for bridges, 
houses, and other constructions on land, fur mining, agricultural, domestic, 
aud numerous other purposes to which that metal had never before been 
brought into requisition, but is now becoming most extensively applied.

It is expected no difficulties will be experienced in img the bill 
rough Parliament, as the neighbouring landowners are favourable to the 
scheme, comprising the Marquis of Avy.esrnury, Earl Bruce, Lord Pever- 
sHam, Lord Dr Lisix, Viscount Downer, Hon. Ocravies Duncomar, M.P., 
and others. There are no engineering difficulties, and the line may be 
constructed at moderate cost. 

The spirited and enterprising manner in which the project has been un- 
dertaken, and is likely to be carried out, has given the greatest satisfae~ 
tion to all classes inthe district, particularly the agrienltirists, who/ duly 
appreciate the advantages which will be conferred upon them in/one of 
the most fertile and extensive localities in the county, excluded virtually, 
as they at present are, from the nearest and best markets, andthe means 
of procuring lime and coals, from the bad state of the roads; ‘This was 
made peculiarly apparent at the annual show of the Danby Agricultural 
Association, recently held, when the projected railway forme.d a principal 
topic of conversation. The chairman (E. Wand Jackson, Bsq., of Norton) 
observed that he dared venture fearlessly to assert that there was not @ 
railway which could be made in any part of England, ‘of equal length, 
which opened out such prospective ee 

The Whitby and Pickering, the Leeds Northern, und the York, New- 
castle, and Berwick Companies give the new cowpany their hearty co- 
operation and support. It would enable the farmers to obtain the neces- 
sary manures, to supply themselves with stock from distant places, and to 
attend fairs at present quite out of their reach. The landin the Yorkshire 
dales requires much manure, particularly lime, which, on thé completion of 
the railway, will be obtainable at one-fourth its present cost. ‘Several of the 
speakers alluded to the important changes which were taking place in the

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district : already numerous smelting furnaces were in operation, and the 
population was rapidly increasing.

they possibly could, and not to allow too much of it to be contributed by 
strangers to the neighbourhood, residing at a distance. 

So immediately connected is the proposed railway with the develop- 
ment of the mineral wealth of the district, that we shall conclude this 
article with some few further observations Mlustratiye of the latter, In 
following the oolite formation from Middleaborough southward, this ‘iron

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Northampton ; but, notwithstanding the interruptions to its continuity, 
its supply may be said to be for all practical purposes and for a pak 
series of years perfectly inexhaustible, and of the importance of which it 
is scarcely possible to estimate. Its development comes at a most o' 

tune moment to afford to the important district of South 

cheap supplies of ironstone for admixture with its own argillaceous ores ; 
indeed, this district could not long have maintained its ground but for some 
such discovery, These ores have always been expensive to raise, but now 
the oolitic ironstone will add to the supplies, and enable it to hold its 
place among competing districts, to a certain degree even with the 
new one of Cleveland, although it has been emphatically asserted that the 
latter will eventually completely revolutionise the iron manufacture and 
its trade both in this country and Belgium. 


Those who were forced to admit the existence of auriferous gossan in 
this country, contended that the expense of reduction and extraction would 


be too great to render the yield profitable. Now, however, that the con- 
trary is incontrovertably established, the sceptics revert back almost to their 
original position, and that the deposits of auriferous gossan, which 
ean be made remunerative, are very limited. When recourse is had to 
shifts of this nature, the case becomes hopeless, and skill and perse- 
verance must be admitted to haye triumphed over old-fashioned and 
prejudiced notions. 

ye are personally acquainted with many places in the mining districts, 
where the deposits of gossan are enormous. At the Poltimore Mine, and 
in that district, it is a fact beyond dispute, that the gossan lodes are of 
great breadth, and extend for miles across the country: there can be no 
doubt, consequently, of the practicability of keeping up a continuous 
supply of the ore; and, by the method of concentration proposed by Mr. 
WiLson, many Piaces, where the poorer gossan alone is found, will be 
made a source of beneficial returns to the proprietors. 

The question of gold-production in this country becomes, in fact, a 
feature of much moment—not as a question of science only, but as one of 
staple commerce. During the last weet, we have received various commu- 
nications on the subject, with suggestions of different kinds, and expressive 
of great desire to know the working details of Mr. Wixso0n’s metal. 

An able article on the gold question appeared in the Liverpool Albion 
of Monday, in which the writer clearly points out the vast importance of 
the results now attained, and contends, justly, that they are worthy of 
profound consideration :— 


“The mineral wealth of this eountry (says the writer), to which the nation is so 
lurge.y indebted for the present greatness of its resources, and for the vastuess of its 
power, seems destined to expe development in a direction which, though not 
absolutely untried, is at least new to recent generations, The existence of gold in 
England, though patent to all well-informed people, has not, for many centuries past, 
been deemed a fact worthy of profound regard. Enterprise has been turned into a 
tt i different directions, and has everywhere attained successes which it would 
be trite to term murvellous, for wonder has been well nigh bunished from the list of 
human faculties, But while all nature has been r for the service of man- 
kind, and her very mysteries made subservient to the common utility, the precious 
metal, which is the very material of wealth, has for ages been trodden under foot, in 
certain districts of our isle, unobserved und neglected. The effect with which 
* English gold’ has been made to influence the great doings of the world has caused 
the expression to be used amongst nations with peculiar significance ; but, with all 
the power which it has had on the progress of events, with all the potency which it 
has exercised in bringing hither the precious deposits of remote regions, it has never, 
since it aequired its fame as an aux’ to British energy, been made influential in 
rescuing from the darkness of the mine that veritable Buglish gold which is deposited 

and largely deposited, as appears from recent investigations—in some portions of 
our own soil, It has ever been deemed, and taken for granted, without further en- 
quiry, that the gold deposits of England would not pay for the expense of working, 
und thus the matter was suffered to rest, without further attention or enquiry. But 
operations have recently been pursued, and tests and experiments have been tried on 
u sufficient scale, and with the most scientific aceuraey, which have proved, beyond 
u doubt, that gold exists, at least in one district of Eng! id, ia sufficient quantities to 
yield a rich return to those who, having vered the glittering wealth, have un- 
dertuken to separate it from the worthless heaps with which it is mingled. In ancient 
times, the ‘ gold fields’ of our southern counties were extensively and profitably 
worked by that hardy and industrious race to whom we are so proud of tracing our 
lineage, and the operations now in progress amongst the auriferous rocks of Devon- 
shire are but a recurrence to the systemised labours of our remote ancestors, and have 
already given unmistakeable evidence of similar rich results,”’ 




















A case of some interest as respects mining contracts came before the 
House of Lords during the present month ; and we refer to it for the pur- 
pose of noticing the yery unsatisfactory manner in which it was disposed 
ot-—we allude to the case of Grax and others in error appellants, v. Frtar 
and others respondents. Mr, Friar, as reversioner, had brought an ae- 
tiomin the Court of Exchequer against the appellants, as surviving lessees 
of a eolliery, or coal mine, with some land attached, situate at Northam, 
in the county of Durham, for alleged breaches of covenants contained in 
a lease, bearing date April 30th, 1838, for a term of 42 years from 12th 
of May, 1848, at a rent of 2802, for the colliery, and 517. for the land, 
pa yabhe half-yearly. The lease contained the usual covenant forthe payment 
of the reserved rent,—-one for the due preservation of the colliery against 
inundation, and also a further covenant, on the construction of which 
the case turned, to the effect “ that if the renta reserved should be in ar- 
rear and unpaid for 40 days, or if the lessees should commit any breach 
of the covenants in the lease, the lessor should be at liberty to enter and 
take possession,” &c. A proviso, however, gave the lessees power to de- 
termine the lease at the end of eight years, or at the end of ghe first, or 
any subsequent three years, on giving 18 months’ notice, but without 
prejudice to any claim or remedy for breach of any of the covenants. So 
far there was nothing unusual in the terms of this coutract, which appears 
to be of a nature very commonly entered into in the coal districts. Mr. 
Friar brought his action of covenant to recover 24 years’ rent, due in 
1847, to which the appellants pleaded that they had given at the end of 
the first eight years 18 months’ due notice of surrender, at which time all 
rent was paid, all covenants performed, and that the lease was, therefore, 
atanend, To this Mr. Fair replied that all the covenants had not been 
fulfilled, for that by the lessees’ neglect the colliery had been inundated, to 
which replication the defendants in the Court below demurred, The case 
was fully argued before the Court of Exchequer, when it was contended 
on the part of the lessor that, according to the true construction of the 
lease, performance of all the lessees’ covenants was a condition precedent 
to the determination of the lease by the lessces. The lessees, on the other 
hand, insisted that the performance of all the covenants was not a condi- 
tion precedent to the operation of the notice determining the lease ; that 
the acearate and constant performance of all covenants in a mining Icase 
was next to impossible; aud that the wording of the condition indicated 
that the intention of the parties was that the notice should operate to ter- 
minate the lease, even although there might have been some wh of the 
covenant. The Court.of Exchequer, of which the present Lord Chancel- 
lor (Lord CaanwortH) was then a member, concurred in the very ra- 
tional construction relied on by the tenants, and gave judgment for the 
defendants. Mr. Friar, the landlord, then brought a writ of error to the 
Exchequer Chamber; and the judges of the other two Courts reversed the 
judgment of the Court of Exchequer. From this latter decision, the tenants 
appealed to the House of Lords as the dernier resort ; and the judges of 
the three law courts were summoned to attend before the Lords to hear 
the arguments at their bar, and give their several opinions. They ve 
naturally adhered in their collective capacity tothe judgments they had 
deliberately formed and expressed in their respective Courts. The ma- 
jority of the judges accordingly held the same opinions from which the 
appeal had been brought—namely, that the notice to determine the tenancy 
was inoperative, if there was any unsatisfied breach of covenant. In this 
conflict of opinion between the common law judges, appellants were 
entitled to the decision of the law lords in the highest court of appellant 
jurisdiction; but the case scems to have been argued only before two of 
them—namely, the Lorp Cuancettor and Lord Broucnam, In moy- 
ing the judgment of the House of Lords, the Lorp CHance11or said that 
he still concurred in the view he had taken of this case while sitting as a 
Member of the Court of Exchequer, which view coincided with the opi- 
anions of a ~ ay / of the judges, but that he had received a written com- 
munication from Lord Brovena, stating that his opinion was the same 
as that of the majority of the judges, In this balance the judgment ap- 
pewled from stood affirmed, The pertoe who incurred the expense of an 


appeal, in the hope of obtaining the most solemn adjudication, have just 
reason to com of Snting Soemeelves precisely as they stood previously 
to incur xing that expense, y were entitled to have their rights finally

peatedly declared that decisions of the House of Lords, when unaccom- 
panied with satis reasons, are only conclusive in cases in every re- 
spect identical, In this instance no reasons whatever appear to have been 
assigned by Lord Brovenam; and while we regret that an important 
mining case should be selected as probably the first in which a judgment 
of the House of Lords was ever delivered by post, it is possible that one 
exactly similar in the terms of the contract may never perhaps arise. This 
decision, such as it is, cannot, we conceive, be considered as establishing 
any general principle. It would be very strange indeed if so “ lame and 
impotent a conclusion” should be held binding, and as settling the law 
in all analogous cases, 

Since this case was so strangely disposed of, the very important one of 
Eorrton v. Lord Baowntow, came on for judgment in the House of 
Lords immediately before the prorogation of Parliament ; and the final re- 
sult fully illustrates the justice of our observations. The claimant in that 
case was the heir in tail of the late Lord ALrorp; and the question in 
some respect resembled the present—namely, whether a direction in the 
will of Joun Wriittam, seventh and last Duke of Bripcewarrer, that 
if Lord Auvorp should die without having attained the rank of Marquis, 
or Duke of Batperwarer, the remainder to his issue should be void, and 
the estate pass to the remainder man. The common law judges were 
summoned in that case as in this; and nine of them were of opinion that 
the obtaining of the dignity in the peerage was a condition precedent— 
two only being of opinion it was a condition subsequent. All the 
law lords attended in that case; and four ex-Chancellors—Lords Lynp- 
nurRst, BrovucHam, Truro, and St. Leonanps—concurred with the mi- 
nority of the judges, only one law lord (the Chancellor), whose judgment 
was appealed from, concurring with the majority of the judges; his 
decree was, therefore, reversed. If the same law lords had attended the 
hearing of this mining appeal, it is highly probable that they would also 
have concurred with the much larger minority of the judges, and decided 
that the performance of the covenants in the lease was not a condition 
precedent to the power of surrender ; thatthe surrender was valid; but 
that the laudlord’s right, if any, to sue on the covenants was unaffected by 
it. Mining operations, involving as they do more than any others great 
risks, constant disappointments, considerable outlay, and precarious re- 
sults, deserve and require to be considerately dealt with. en we re- 
flect upon the difficulty—nay, almost impossibility—of fulfilling to the 
letter all the covenants in a mining lease, we become necessarily appre- 
hensive of the effect of an adjudication which would seem to impose on 
parties a strict compliance with such covenants, as antecedent to the right 
of availing of the power of surrender. The obvious justice of the case 
would be that the tenants should be permitted to rely on their contract, 
irrespective of their liability on their covenants, and we can scarcely con- 
ceive co uences more serious than that parties who stipulated for, 
and reserved such a power of relieving themselves by notice should, never- 
theless, be held to a ruinous lease, by reason of the alleged breach of some 
oppressive, unreasonable, or, perhaps, almost impossible covenant, against 
which it might not have been in their power to provide.

The Act of Parliament which received the Royal Assent on Saturday 
last, for abating what is termed the Smoke Nuisance of the Metropolis, 
will, from and after the Ist of August, 1854, in effect prohibit the use 


of bituminous coal in the numerous steamers which ply upon the Thames 
between London and Richmond, and will, we apprehend, lead in a great 
measure to the substitution in those vessels of anthracite coal. A law 
has been some time in force, compulsory on the metropolitan breweries 
‘o consume their own smoke ; the present measure will apply that sys- 
tem to other large manufactories; and as legislation can scarcely long 
continue local, or confined to peculiar precincts, it is probable that similar 
provisions will be hereafter extended to the other large towns and cities 
of the empire. We presume that Parliament legislated with a due regard 
to the health and comfort of the inhabitants, and as no opposition appears 
to have been put forward from the coal districts, and as the existing law 
has not affected the consumption of Newcastle or other north country coals, 
we may infer that the present measure has excited no_ apprehensions 
amongst the numerous classes interested in. the vast coal trade of Eng- 
land; indeed, the consumption appears to be rapidly and steadily advanc- 
ing, and a rise of 2s, per chaldron within the last few days in the price of 
coal at Neweastle is the best test of improvement in the trade. ile we 
should deprecate any interference which might injuriously affect that great 
source of our mineral and national wealth, the principles we have ever 
advocated, of developing to the utmost every branch of our resources, in- 
duce us to solicit attention to the pecular fossil fuel, the produce of th¢ 
anthracite collieries of South Wales and Ireland. The remoteness o 

those districts, and the expense of transit, render it impossible that they 
can seriously interfere with the unrivalled coal of England; while the 
limited use of anthracite for uses in which ordinary coal is prohibited, 
will tend only to stimulate activity in respeet of one peculiar source of our 
mining wealth, without sensibly affecting our vast and almost inexhaus- 
tible eoal-fields. 

We are indebted to America principally for the knowledge we possess 
of the value and uses of anthracite; for bituminous coal being scarce in 
the United States, and of greatly inferior quality to that of England, our 
active and energetie Transatlantic brethren were driven to seek a substi- 
tute in the anthracite coal-fields of Pennsylvania. Even in the districts 
where it prevails in quantity, its introduction into general use appears to 
be of modern date ; public attention having been first called to the subject 
by the author of the History of Fossil Fuel, published in 1835. ‘ A very 
striking contrast,” he observes, “to the murky exterior of some of the 
large towns in this country is presented by the appearance of the city of 
Philadelphia, over which, notwithstanding its thousands of coal-fires con- 
stantly kept up, there is no smoke: the inhabitants mostly burn the an- 
thracite coals.” Further information was subsequently afforded by a 
writer in the North American Review for January, 1838, in an article on 
the ** Coal trade of Pennsylvania.’ The subject appears to have been even 
new to him; for on a visit to that district, “4 expresses his ‘ surprise at 
the spectacle of enterprise, industry, and prosperity which he there be- 
held, as most imposing to the eye and most instructive to the mind,” all 
attributable to the extensive winning and consumption of anthracite coal. 
Sir Cuanes Lyext, the eminent English geologist, subsequently visited 
the coal-fields of the United States, and in his first Zravels in North Ame- 
riea, published in 1845, on coming into the anthracite measures of Potts- 
ville, on the Schulkill, he observes—“ Here I was agreeably surprised to 
see a flourishing manufacturing town, with the tall chimnies of a hundred 
furnaces, burning night and day, yet quite free from smoke. Leaving 
this clear atmosphere and going down into one of the mines, it was a no 
less pleasing novelty to find that we could handle the coal without soil- 
ing our fingers. The slow combustion of anthracite can be overcome by a 
strong current of air, not only in large furnaces, but, by the aid of a 





the air of a room may be counteracted by the evaporation of water. As 
managed by the Americans, I have no hesitation in preferring its use, in 
spite of the occasional stove-like heat produced by it, to that of the bitu- 
minous coal in London, coupled with the penalty of living constantly in 
a dark atmosphere of smoke, which destroys our dress and gardens, blackens 
our public buildings, and renders cleanliness impossible ’’ (vol. 1, pp. 83 
and 84), Although the opinion of the most eminent of British geologists, 
thus strongly expressed, is very unlikely to force the anthracite coal into 
the most minute competition with the coal now approved of for domestic 
purposes in London, or the other great English cities, his views are en- 
titled to great weight, in encouraging its use within the districts where 
it exists, and in removing the prejudices and reconciling the steam-boat 
proprietors to its introduction, now that the law will probably render its 
adoption imperative, in order to obviate the evils which Sir Cuar.es 
LyEx1 so deplored. 

e same observations apply to the views of the late Mr. Ricuarp 
Cow.tne Tayior, an eminent English coal mining enginecr, who settled 
in the United States, and who published, in 1848, a very elaborate work, 
The Statistics of Coal. “There is no diffiewlty whatever to a Philadel- 
phia housemaid,” says Mr. Tayvor, “in kindling the anthracite, and 
when once igutted these coals burn for a long time upon the admirable 

rinciples which experience has suggested for open grates, and for the in- 
nite variety of stoves and furnaces common to all houses in Philadelphia, 
New York, and Boston.” “Let Kis readers take the word of one who, like 
most Europeans from early custom, long preferred the highly blazing and 
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ready appliances, and the improved methods now in universal use in the 
Atlantic cities of America, there camnot be a reasonable apology for hesi- 
tating as to the choice of the two combustibles for domestic use.” Mr. 
TayLor again remarks—* The i ing demand for the anthracite of 
Pennsylvania, and the rapid introduction of this coal into most of the 
Atlantic States and cities of the seaboard for domestic purposes as an eco- 
nomic substitute for wood, and its enlarging consumption in manufactur- 
ing districts, and almost everywhere where steam was the motive-power, 
accelerated at a corresponding rate the requirements of the owners and 
uses of the collieries for adequate facilities of transport.” Mr. Taytor 
also gave a pyramidical table of the increased consumption of American 
anthracite in the States, which presents results really startling. 
Our s will not permit us to press this part of the subject further, 
but we believe that the very high price of anthracite coal in London has 
hitherto impeded its use for steam purposes on the river; we presume, 
however, that the recent extension of railways into the districts where it 
prevails will henceforth to a great extent remove that objection. 
There are three kinds of coal in South Wales—lst, the bituminous; 
2d, the free burning coal ; and 3d, the anthracite. The free burning coals 
may be considered a medium between the two others, and, from their easy 
combustion, are much used in steam-vessels. ‘They pass under the deno- 
mination of “steam coals;” and coals of this description, principally from 
Glamorganshire, are admitted into the Government contracts for the steam 
navy, but not burning without smoke, are not to be confounded with anthra- 
cite, In South Wales the three descriptions sometimes run impercep- 
tibly into each other, the same vein changing from bituminous to free 
burning, and from free burning to anthracite. In Ireland, on the other 
hand, the geologieal distinctions are strongly marked—all coal north of 
Dublin being bituminous, and all coal south of Dublin anthracite. Coal 
from the anthracite district of Slievardagh, in the county of Tipperary, 
underwent a very minute examination and analysis by the commissioners 
appointed by Government to enquige intg the coals suited for the steam 
navy of England. In their first report, presented to Parliament by the 
Queen in 1848, and printed by order of the House of Commons, they state 
“ that the specimen of this coal which came into their hands was highly 
anthracitic.” ‘It was observed during the experiments that this coal re- 
uires a strong draught, and that the fire requires to be well supplied with 
fuel, which should be previously heated on the dead plate, to prevent de- 
crepitation. When these preeautions were attended to, a beautiful clear 
fire, without smoke, was obtained, which left no soot in the flues” (p. 45). 
The experiments and analysis prove this coal to possess, in a remarkable 
degree, qualities most desirable for the purposes of steam navigation— 
viz., high evaporating power, strong cohesion of its component parts, and 
consequent capacity for stowage, from its mechanical structure. This 
coal had been previously noticed by the Railway Commissioners of Tre- 
land in their second report in 1837 (title, Slievardagh), where they state 
that, ‘ by a proper construction of the grate, it is probable that the pure 
though dense non-flaming coal of these districts (Tipperary and Kilkenny) 
ma used with advantage for locomotive engines. When ignited it 
yields no smoke, and, consequently, it possesses one of the desired quali- 
ties of coke, and, at the same time, it is much more durable than any other 
description of coal.” (Parliamentary Papers, 1838, vol. 25, p. 32.) 

Anthracite coal of very high quality from Mr. Warney’s collieries in 
South Wales, supplied the steam-engines which worked the machinery at 
the Crystal Palace, with the highest approbation of the Royal Commis- 
sioners ;, and there seems no reason to apprehend but that coal of the same 
description can be supplied at a reasonable price, to meet the exigencies 
of the river steamers, when the new law shall come into operation. A 
very intelligent writer in this Journal, in 1840, stated ‘ that 100 tons of 
Welsh anthracite are equal in effect to 144 tons of bituminous coal ; there- 
fore, it enables steam-vessels to carry in the same space nearly twice the 
quantity of effective fuel, while the use of anthracite in these vessels 
lessens the cost of stoking five-sixths,” (Minne Journat, Vol. 10,¢. 189.) 
The experiments of Prof. Fyrz, published in the Edinburgh Philosophical 
Journal for April, 1841, show that the evaporating power of the Welsh 
anthracite is 25°41 greater than that of the bituminous coal of Wales, 
and 33 per cent. greater than that of Scotland. “It is evident,” he ob- 
serves, “that the power of anthracite is far beyond that of all other kinds 
of fuel, more particularly when it is of good quality—that is, rich in 
fixed carbon.” 

According to Prof. Fyre, a Mr. Prayer took out a patent for effecting 
the combustion of anthracite by previously heating the coal, by making 
the part of the apparatus containing the fuel to be supplied to the furnace 
pass through the boiler, by which means it derives heat from the water, 
‘The method,” Dr. Fyre observes, ‘I adopted was to supply the coal with 
air previously warmed, which was done by making it traverse the appa- 
ratus already described, and by which the temperature was on an average 
350. By this contrivance the decrepitation was almost entirely prevented, 
the combustion was rapid, and the steam easily kept up. I found that in 
burning anthracite the furnace bars must be brought nearer to the bottom 
of the boiler than when Scotch or English coal is supplied” (p, 269), Mr, 
Piayer’s mode of burning anthracite will be found described in the eigh*h 
volume of the Reports of the British Association (p. 130). Various methods 
have been suggested of accelerating the combustion of anthracite, amongst 
others, that of throwing jets of steam upon and through it when burning 
and we believe that it is highly advisable that the fire-bars in furnaces de_ 
signed for this coal should be narrow and angular, not lying flat, but ta- 
pering, so as to present the smallest possible surface to the action of the 
tire. In reference to the use of jets of steam, Dr. Frank Ann, in his re- 
port on Mr. Warney’s anthracite coal, observes “that the application of 
this principle to the combustion of anthracites has obviously very great 
advantages, inasmuch as the total quantity of heat which would other- 
wise be all evolved in the fire-place, is distributed through a considerable 
length of the flues by the ignition of the combustible gases within the 
flues, and at the same time a much larger quantity of fuel can be burnt in 
a given time upon a certain area of grate surface than without the inter- 
vention of the steam, whieh dissolves, as it were, the carbon from the ignited 
coal, and carriesit into thefluestobe there burned;” andhe further observes, 
“that in addition to this, there are . ther advantages resulting from this ap- 
plication of steam, which must be seen to be properly appreciated ; these 
are a beautifully clear fire, an intensely hot flame filling the flues without. 
any smoke, and the vation of the bars by their being kopt much 
cooler, and by the clinker being prevented from adhering to them ; in fact, 
the great facility with which the clinker is removed from the bers without 
diminishing the force of the fire, is a remarkable feature in the application,” 
These authorities must satisfy the steam-boat companies that, in sub- 
mitting to the recent law, ve have little to appzehend from the introduc- 
tion of this most valuable fuel, which may be fairly termed mineral carbon.
